POLICE OVERWORKED. 


CROWDED: 


Frightful Developments in Social Situa- 


UFFALO (N. v.) Oct. 9.—Crime 
B is increasing, as is shown by 

overcrowded prisons throughout 
the country, and the fact may be 
traced in large part to the influence 
of the European war, according to 
the report of the committee on dis- 
charged Prisoners, presented by F. 
Emery Lyon, chairman, to the Amer- 
ican Prison Association at its con 
gress here today. 
After discussing the efforts that 
were being made to provide friendly 
guardianship of discharged prison- 
ers, as well as those on probation or 
Parole, and pointing to the need of 
— further co-operation, Mr. Lyon 
“Meanwhile, and doubtless in part 
because we have not appreached the 
question from a sufficiently thor- 
oughgoing standpoint, crime is in- 
creasing. This is no idle assertion, 
such as has been made several times, 
but rarely justified, or verified. Un- 
til the past two years, as a matter 
of fact, there was little, if any, evi- 
dence that crime was increasing 
faster than the natural increase in 
population. The ‘count’ of our penal 
institutions hag remained about the 
Same for nearly a generation, 

PRISONS. 

“But within these two years, near- 
ly every prison of the country has 
become crowded. One State in the 
Middle West has a thousand more 
comvicted felons today than it had 
two years ago. The prison popula- 
tion of other States and of the Fed- 
eral institutions have similarly in- 
creased. If it were not for the fact 
that some 10,000 men in the differ- 
ent States are at work upon honor 
farms and at road-making, the over- 
crowding would be more apparent 
than it is. 
“Ohe may cite numerous indirect 
Causes for this increase. There is 
the continued lack of home-training 
and control; the absence of vocation- 
al education; the insufficient facil- 
ities for recreation, and the general 
unpreparedness of youth for the re- 
sponsibilities of life. 

“A large contributing factor is 
found in the intermittent employ- 
ment and limited wages available to 
the average unskilled workman. 
Worse still is the chronic condition 
of unemployment which has pre- 
vailed until within a few months.

If the average citizen 
becomes more callous over the ac- 
counts of human slaughter, what of 
the slightly less than normal, more 
easily influenced, and less alive to 
the higher sensibilities and untrained 
in ethical standards? 

“The war, therefore, with all its 
other burdens, is doubtless bringing 
its harvest of crime in all countries, 
and this harvest will continue be- 
yond the present generation. 

“With this growing problem be- 
fore us, therefore, and becoming 
more immediate and menacing every 
day, there is need for all the wisdom 
and consecration of individual cit- 
izens, the efforts of all agencies ap- 
plied at every stage, and for the ac- 
tive application of all principles of 
prevention, and the utmost efficiency 
of systems of correction.”

“Society is 
being poorly protected when it sends 
insane and mentally-defected indi- 
viduals to penal institutions and then 
releases them from custody, uncured, 
merely because their sentences have 
expired. 

“Our jurists placidly and content- 


instead of men: with crumbling, 
moth-eaten and time-worn prece- 
dents they attempt to regulate the 
anti-social conduct that springs from 
a disordered mentality. 


“In a recent study that I made 
on 100 recidivists, each of whom had 
been convicted not less than four 
times, twelve of them were insane, 
twenty-three were  feebleminded, 
then were epileptic, and in each in- 
stance the mental defectiveness bore 
a direct casual relation to their 
crimes. No less than 180 trials have 
been held for these persons, and the 
lowest possible expense to the com- 
monwealth must have been $180,000. 
And three times, each one of these 
defective individuals had been re- 
leased to prey upon society, while 
no permanent good whatever has 
been accomplished. 


."T am of the firm belief that the 
medical and psychiatric examination 
of all prisoners, at the time of trial, 
would go a long way in the solution 
of the vexing criminal problems, 


“Under no circumstances should 
there be any attempt to abridge the 
right of trial, nor should the court 
physician be permitted to usurp the 
authority of judge or jurors. Never- 
theless, the court should be supplied 
with scientific data concerning the 
alleged criminal. 8 


“Tt is well understood that such a 
change would be met with a storm 
of protest from the legal fraternity. 
But when we refiect the real pur- 
pose of the law is justice and truth. 
and not the preservation of hair- 
Splitting technicalities, we cannot 
hold these opinions to be of great 
worth. 

“The medical examination of pris-

The 
physicians are hired by the plaintiff 
and the defendant, and pitted against

Very 
equivocal, hypothetical questions are 
presented which are often not sup- 
ported by salient facts, and the doc- 
tor is required to answer the un- 
proven statements without the privi- 
lege of due and careful considera- 
tion. The individual of the hypotheti- 
cal question and the person on trial 
often seem to bear only the faintest 
traces of kinship to one another.

Violent Engagement Reported 


French-Belgians Using Gases 
Against the Germans.

ROME, Oct. 9 (via London, 6:35 
p.m.)—Violent fighting has taken 
place in the Trentino region, north- 
west of Trent, according to the of- 
ficial statement issued by the War 
Office today. Austrian attacks on 
Saturday against Busa Alta resulted 
in the forcing back of the Italian 
right wing. On Sunday, however, it 
is added, Italian reinforcements ar- 


rived and the Austrians were driven 
out again. The statement follows: 
“On the whole front the activity 
of the enemy artillery is reported to 
be increasing particularly on the 
Asiago plateau along the Carnia 
front from the Upper But to the head 
of the Ponte Bana Valle in the 
Gorizia area and on the Carso 
plateau. 
“In the mountain region between 
the Aviaso and Vanoi Cismon val- 
leys there have been attacks and 
counter-attacks, all supported by ex- 
tremely violent bombardments. On 
Saturday evening the enemy success- 
fully attacked our positions on 
Cardinal and Busa Alta. During the 
night they made a further violent 
attack on Peak 2456, forcing our 
right wing to fall back a short dis- 
tance. As soon, however, as rein- 
forcements arrived Sunday morning, 
our troops, with the support of ac- 
curate artillery fire, drove the enemy 
out once more and chased them 
precipitous slopes of 
Busa Alta, inflicting very heavy 
losses. 


“Further details on the success we 
gained on “Monte Costabella in the 
Pellegrino Valley on October 5 show 
that our troops captured one moun- 
tain gun, six machine guns and a 
lefge quantity of smmunition. The 
guns were promptly turned against 
the enemy. in retiring the Austrians 
lost large stores of provisions 
and material. 

“On the Carso in the course of 
emall skirmishes we took forty 
prisoners. Hostile aeroplanes dropped 
bombs on Grigne, the Sugana Val- 
ley, on the Upper Fella Valley, on 
the Grado Lagoon, on Monfalcone, 
Cervignano and Torre Zuino, doing 
a slight amount of damage to bulld- 
ings.”

BERNSTORFF IN NEW YORK.

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE

arrived here this morning from 
Washington, preliminary to a trip 
to Shadow Lawn, Long Branch, ac- 
cording to arrangements made prior 
to the arrival of the U-53 at New- 
port.

LUSITANIA CASE. 

It was wondered in German cir- 
cles today why President Wilson or 
the Secretary of State had not made 
public all the details of the negotia- 
tions between Germany and this 
country regarding the Lusitania af- 
fair. It already has been asserted 
that the State Department has on 
file papers from Germany that from 
the German viewpoint absolutely 
settle the entire affair and yet the 
administration has not made them 
public.

RUBBER PURCHASES, 
There was no denial of the point 
as to the huge purchases of rubber 
and copper but, as pointed out by 
Germans of authority, peace was 
likely to come at the most unex- 
pected moment. Such an unex- 
pected time, it was explained, would 
come during a lull in the war. The 
German viewpoint is that the British 
and the French are not making any 
great progress on the wegtern front; 
that the Russian offensive has ended 
for the winter; that little is being 
done on the Italian front. Accord- 
ingly, the next two weeks should see 
the period as to whether there are 
to be any peace negotiations this 
winter or not.

the Commander is Said to Have been.a Little Bit 
“Rushed” with Orders—Crew of the Knudsen Rowed 
Ten Hours Before Being P icked Up. 


rman War Submarine that 


RT (R. I.) Oct. 9.—The | 
story of how ships came within 
range of a U-boat raider so fast 
on Sunday off Nantucket. that she 
had to keep one waiting while she 
disposed of another, was told today 
by Arthur Gray, wireless operator 
on the Norwegian steamer’ Christian 
Knudsen. The Knudsen was sunk 
about 9 o’clock yesterday morning 
and the crew rowed about in small 
boats for ten hours before being 


picked up by a boat from the Nan- 
tucket shoals lightship. 

“We heard the sound of firing 
some time before the submarine! 
hove in sight,“ Gray said today, but 
by the time we had discovered that 
a submarine was operating in our 
vicinity, it was too late to escape. 
When we came onto the scene of 
action the undersea boat was en- 
ged with the British steamer 
ephano. While the passengers and 
crew of the Stephano were disem- 
barking, the U-boat ran alongside 
the Knudsen and ordered us to 
steam nearer the Stephano. 
“While the submarine was along- 
side the Knudsen waiting for the 
captain to take his papers aboard, 
one of the United States destroyers 
came into view. Almost immediately 
the submarine submerged and re- 
mained under water until the 
destroyer came near enough to be 
recognized as a neutral vessel, then 
she immediately came to the sur- 
face and continued her work. 

“We were told to pack up our be- 
longings and leave the ship, which 
we at once began to do. We had 
plenty of time to get off while the 
submarine was disposing of the 
other vessel. We had rowed some 
distance away before the submarine 
fired on the Knudsen. She fired at 
least 15@ shots and these not having 
the desired effect, she cut loose a 
torpedo, which struck the vessel 
amidships and she soon went down.” 
EYEWITNESSES’ REPORTS. 
Eyewitness stories of the torpe- 
doing of passenger and freight 
steamers by German submarines off 
Nantucket were told here today, not 
only by rescued passengers and crews | 
but by men of the United States 
destroyer flotilla, which witnessed | 
many of the sinkings. : | 

In one instance the American 
boats were so thick on the scene that 
the German submarine commander 
asked the destroyers Benham and 
McDougall to make way for him to 
blow up his prey. According to an- 
other report brought by men of the 
torpedo fleet, nine merchant vessels 
were sunk. 

One of the eee is supposed 
to have been the 0-53, which visited 
this harbor Saturday and another 
was declared to be the U-61. [The 
error of mistaking the U-53 is ex- 
plained in another dispatch—Ed.]

It was believed that no lives had 
been lost, and although the men of 
the freighter Kingston were re- 
ported adrift in open boats, the fact 
that the weather was mild and the 
sea calm made it seem probable 
that they would be rescued within a 
few hours. 

Thirty Stephano passengers were 
American tourists returning from 
Newfoundland and the Canadian 
maritime provinces. All came through 
without injury, but lost nearly all 
of their effects. 

When the Ericason, which picked 
up some of the Stephano boats, ar- 
rived at the lightship, Commander 
Miller said he observed a submarine 
about a mile distant and almost im- 
mediately heard three shots from its 
bow n. 

Through the haze he could dimly 
make out the Stephano, the object 
of the attack. None of the shots 
struck the ship. The Stephano hove 
to immediately and sent a message 
to the Ericeson saving: Please take 
off our passengers.“ Before Com-

loaded all her passengers in her own

“While the Germans were dispos- 
ing of the Stephano, a Dutch vesa- 
sel, probably the Bloomersdijk, was 
standing a short distance away, like 
a steer waiting to be slaughtered. 
She had been warned to hold up.” 

Mrs. Henry B. Wilson of Williams- 
town, Mass., said that the passengers 
were going to dinner when someone 
reported that destroyers surrounded 
the steamer and a submarine was 
nearby. They thought all of these 
were American boats until the Ger- 
man Was seen on the undersea 
ship. Three shots were fired across 
the bow of the Stephano, Mrs. Wilson 
said. The steamer was stopped and 
all were ordered to take to the boats 
immediately. The sea was calm and 
all were transferred to the destroyer 
Ericsson without 4ifficulty. | 

MISS GRIFFIN’S STORY. 

Miss Mary Griffin of Placentia, 
Newfoundland, said: . 

“The submarine fired three shots 
from one of her deck guns. She ap- 
peared not to be trying to hit the 
Stephano, but the third shot was so 
close we felt the jar. There was a 
little confusion as the boats were 
lowered, but officers and crew quiet- 
ed the excited ones and we all got 
into boats O. K. There were five 
boatloads; about thirty women and 
children were aboard the ship. We 
were in the small boats about fifteen 
minutes before being picked up. We 
didn't hear or see a torpedo fired. But 
as we steamed away the Stephano 
seemed tv be sinking. We did not 
see any other submarine or any of 
the other ships which were attacked, 
though we heard that several had 
been sunk. An English cruiser ap- 
peared offshore while we were 
aboard the FEriesson.“ 

Capt. Fred 8. Riley of the Moran 
Towing and Transportation Com- 
pany, New York, who was on 
the Stephano, said that the subma- 
rine moved about in no apparent 
haste within easy sight of the de- 
stroyer Ericsson while the latter was 
picking up the Stephano’s passen- 
gers and crew, who were adrift in 
four boats. 

“It was 6 o’clock Sunday night 
when the submarine fired two shots 
across our bows,” Capt. Riley said. 
“One was a blank, I believe, the 
other a shell. Capt. Smith of the 
decks cleared and 
lifeboats lowered. We were given 
ample warning for safety. 

“The passengers were unusually 
calm. The men assisted the children 
and women down rope ladders to 
the boats, and the transfer was made 
without accident. We had drifted 
about for awhile when the Ericsson

“It is an example of splendid work 
under great difficulties,” said Secre- 
tary Daniels. 

“We have heard from Admiral 
Knight that the destroyer Jarvis got 
away from Newport in fifty-three 
minutes after the first 8.0.8. eall Was 
received. Within fifteen or twenty 
minutes the other sixteen destroyers 
were on their way. To appreciate 
what this means one must remémber 
that it was Sunday and that most of 
the officers were on shore.

EVA’S DYNAMISM WINS. 


AT AUDITORIUM.

Some persons affect caviar and 
anchovies; others, who are raging, 


Plays. In fact, nearly, every body 
needs a little sharpness for the appe- 


tite now and then, or a little stim- 
ulant where the day seems to fag. 

Possibly with a philosophy as big 
as this and maybe larger, Eva Tan- 
guay proceeded to brew the world- 
famed tonic known as the tired busi- 
ness man’s show. If she did not in- 
vent this form of entertainment she 
at least became its highest exponent, 

Little Eva is at Clune’s Audito- 
rium this week, and except for the 
passable whistling and naivete of M. 
Rudinoff, she is all there is at 
Clune's. In other words, this is the 
sort of show that everybody should 
be urged to attend and warned to 
stay away from. My verdict is like 
that of a jury which would find the 
prisoner innocent and recommend 
him to @ hanged. 

People should see Eva Tanguay, 
but should spare themselves the rest 
of the programme, which is easy 
enough, since this resplendent and 
Vivacious lady reserves for herself 
only the last two numbers. The rest 
is not so bad; it is merely damnably 
mediocre. If you don't use that kind 
of language, you might say abom- 
inably commonplace. 

Miss Tanguay is vivid and dynam- 
ic, having more to reveal than Anna 
Held, and less to obscure it than 
Alice Lloyd. 

As I intimated at the outset, I 
suspect her of a profound philoso- 
phy. It is in her work, whether she 
has the realization or not: She is 
amazingly frank about women and 
men, and under her nonsense and 
spectacular frivolity one may dis- 
cover a deep undercurrent of truth.

HE NEW PERIL. 
3 It may be true that, under a strict 
struction of international law, Germany has 
a right to send her submarines across the 
Atlantic and, almost within sight of our 
shores, so long as she keeps outside of the 
three-mile limit, to sink ships of the allies, 
that is if she amply provides for the safety 
of Americans who are passengers and mem- 
bers of the crew of the attacked craft. But 
nice technical legal distinctions must yield 
to great exigencies, and surely it is a great 
exigency that now confronts this nation. 
Both Great Britain and Germany, acting 
upon the maxim that “amidst arms laws 
are silent,” have repeatedly disregarded 


and swept aside principles of international 


law and obligations of the Declaration of 
London that interfered with their opportu- 
nities of inflicting disaster and death upon 
each other. Has the United States not a 
right to repeal any tenets of international 
law that jeopardize its safety? 

The three-mile limit within which foreign 
warships may not engage in conflict with 
each other was established at a time when 
three miles was the limit of the range of 
artillery. Now a battery can throw a dy- 
namite shell twenty miles and, with the aid 
ofa range-finder on a height, throw it with 
such precision as to laud it on the deck of 
a vessel that is out of sight from the ocean 
shore. 

It may de necessary for us to extend the 
three-mile limit to twenty, or fifty, miles 
from our shores, if need be, and notify the 


- European combatants that within that limit 


no conflict must take place, no gun be fired 
and no torpedo launched on peril of such 
action being taken as an armed invasion 
of our domain. 

Again, under international law armed 
ships of nations engaged in war may enter 
and depart from our ports under certain 
restrictions and for a period limited by 
hours. Would it not be well to amend this. 
section of international law by providing 
that any armed vessel of a belligerent en- 
tering an American harbor should be in- 
terned there until the end of the war? 


We have as good a right to rule, in the 


interest of peace and humanity, the seas 
which wash our shores as Germany or Eng- 
land has to ravage them for purposes of 
destruction. 

It may be asked in this connection what 
kind of provision for the safety of passen- 
gers and crew of the nine ships of peac’ 
destroyed on our coast on Sunday last by 
the German submarine. Was it to force them 
to embark in open boats on the open seas? 
Would they have been safe if they had not 
been succored by American naval vessels? 

It is a condition, and a very deplorable 
condition, that confronts this nation today, 
and one that cannot be met merely by quo- 
tations of international law maxims. It is 
by no means impossible that the wireless 
may at any hour flash the tidings that an 
Amefican vessel has been added to the 
British, the Dutch and the Norwegian steam- 
ers sent to the bottom or left crippled dere- 
licts off Nantucket shoals. Some captain's 
foot may slip. Either by accident or pre- 
tense or by design a German U-boat may 
repeat the tragedy of the Lusitania on an 
American ship. Lives of Americans may 
be taken by German bombs. Oh, the hor- 
ror of such a thing! „ 

If such an eventuality should happen the 
people of the United States would not be 
satisfied with piffling, procrastinating pro- 
tests from a vacillating, office-seeking Pres- 
ident, who cares more for his own reten- 
tion in office than he does for the honor 
and safety of his country. The patriotic, 
country-loving, flag-honoring citizens of the 
United States demand at this juncture PRE- 
PAREDNESS, adequate and prompt prepar- 
edness, for national defense on land and 
seg, and they say to each and all of the 
European belligerents: 

We charge you in the mame of God, take

*ALIFORNIA’S PRODUCTIVENESS. 
While the gross acreagg of California 
ig second to that of Texas, the acreage 
which lends itself to intensive cultivation 
in Catifornia is greater than that of any 


‘ other State. California adds yearly more 
“millions to the gold supply of this country 


than any other State; we lead Indiana in 
the production of petroleum, and our acre- 
age devoted to horticultura] and agricultural 
products shows a yearly increase that is 
little short of phenomenal. 7 
Estimates made by the State Conserva- 
tion Commission place the total agricultural 
area of California in gation zones at 21,- 
000,000 acres, of which more than 6,000,000 
acres are in the nine southern counties. 
The total area that may be ultimately irri— 
gated is estimated at 9,000,000 acres, of 


which 2,000,000 acres are in Southern Cali- 


fornia, 4,000,000 acres in Central California 
and 3,000,000 acres in Northern California. 

There is at present under irrigation in 
Southern California 745,000 acres; this is 
but a little more than one-third the area 
that will be ultimately irrigated. It proves 
that not half of our productive area is yet 
under cuitivation and thet our era of agri- 
cultural, horticultural and industrial pros- 
perity is just opening. 

During the last two years the growth of 
our horticultural area in Southern Califor- 
nia has been greater than at any other pe- 
riod of our industrial growth. Statistics 
compiled by the Staté Cemmission of Hor- 
ticulture show that the acreage of non-bear- 
ing fruit trees is more than half the pres- 
ent bearing area. Four-fifths of the lemons 
of the State are produced in Southern Cali- 
fornia.

Mr. Hughes and Labor. 

{Minneapolis Journal:] It has re- 
mained for Samuel Gompers to at- 
tempt the impossible task of prov- 
ing that Mr. Hughes is not the friend 
of labor. Mr. Gompers found it ex- 
pedient to ignore the record of labor 
legislation of the Hughes administra 
tion in New York, which shows that 
about one-third of all the laws in the 
interests of labor now on the statute 
books of New York were due to 
Gov. Hughes's efforts. Mr. Gompers 
was obliged to hang his case for the 
most part on the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in 
Danbury hatters’ case. : 

This case was first passed on by 
the Supreme Court, in 1908, before 
Mr. Hughes was appointed. It in- 
volved the right of the hatters to 
boycott a firm with which they were 
at outs. The Supreme Court decided 
that this was an infringement of the 
antitrust law forbidding combina 
tions in restraint of trade. It was 
not until 1914 that Congress was per- 
suaded to change this law by passing 
the Clayton act, which defined the 
status of labor in relation to the anti- 
trust law. 

In 1914, the Supreme Court passed 
on the Danbury hatters’ case again, 
and in this decision Mr. Hughes par- 
ticipated. The point involved was 
whether the trial of the Danbury hat- 
ters had been held in accordance 
with the law of 1908 and the former 
decision interpreting the Jaw. Mr. 
Hughes had nothing to do with the 
making of either the law or the de- 
cision. For one Congress was re- 
sponsible, and for the other the Su- 
preme Court of 1908. 

The decision of 1914 was that the 
case had been tried in the lower 
court in accordafice with the law. 
For that decision Mr. Gompers now 
tries to hold Mr. Hughes up as the 
enemy of labor. A simple statement 
of the facts completely disposes of 
his charge-—which, it may be noted 
in passing, would also convict the 
majority of the Supreme Court of 
similar unbecoming and unzudteial 
enmity to labor.

PUTTING MEXICO IN ORDER; 
HALF A CENTURY’S TASK. 
BY JOHN L. W. BIRKINBINE, 
Formerly Chief Engineer, the Oaxa- 
ca Coal and Iron Company, Mex- 
ico, and the Pueblo and Pacific 
Raliroad; Author of “The Story 

of iron.” 
OLITICALLY, although by no 
means socially, Mexico today 


1s in the evolutionary stage of 
our own American colonies during 
the late seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries. Just as there existed 
then in the colonies no communal 
interests greater than those of the 
small local towns and villages, so in 
Mexico the people have no interest 
and therefore no authority in mat- 
ters affecting either their state or 
their national affairs. The sole dif- 
ference is that the Mexican does 
cheer and cherish a national em- 
blem; but that does not predicate 
the existence of the spirit of prac- 
tical nationality. ‘ 

For Mexicans to achieve a true 
nationality they must first be taught 
statehood; only then will they be 
fitted to advance to the national co- 
ordinations which are the outgrowth 
of intelligent operations among state 
units. It required practically a cen- 
tury each for these essential and 
indispensable steps in unified nation- 
ality on the part of that pure white 
human strain which is best adapted 
for colonization and self-government. 
Mexico is only 15 per cent. white, 
and the aboriginal forms of govern- 
ment—Aztec, Toltec, Zapotetic and 
_Mixtec—which worked very well 
within their limitations, have been 
entirely obliterated. The alight re- 
spect still held for the descendants 
of the ancient Aztec heirarchy and 
for the ruins of the ancient places 
in worship are all that endure. Mex- 
ico bas supplied practically nothing 
to replace the old, extinct machin- 
erles of government. Its constitu- 


patterned after that of the United 
States, is excellent in theory, but 
has proved utterly inapplicable to 
the Mexican people. It gives them 
a form of political indigestion of 
which the symptoms have been se- 
ries of revolutions, interrupted only 
by the beneficent tyranny of Porfi- 
rio Diaz. Ideal as it would be for 
the genius of the people, any resur- 


T rection of the ancient Mexican civ- 


flization is beyond even speculation. 
If a modern constitution cannot be 
fitted to the people, the people must 
be fitted to the constitution. 

The undertaking must begin with 
the imposition of an authority—in- 
ternal or external—so complete and 
so firm and so lasting that all local 
leaders shall be relegated to mili- 
tary oblivion. There is no prospect 
of the development of any adequate 
internal power. 

Once cured of its habits of revo- 
lution and anarchy the Mexican peo- 
ple will be amenable to the infiu- 
ences of education, The peon, de- 
spised as he commonly is and dan- 
gerous as he can be, constitutes the 
hope of Mexico. In any mechanical 
field, in all the arts, the latent gen- 
ius of the Mexican Indian is un- 
surpassed if, indeed, it is equalled. 
Taught to appreciate the immense 
riches offered by his country and 
made to realize the benefits and the 
responsibilities of self-government, 
the Mexican will be able to carry 
his own burden; and the develop- 
ment of Mexico will come from with- 
in, not from without. 

The major portion of the legiti- 
mate concessions held by foreigners 
today in Mexico were granted by 
the late President Diaz only after 
having been offered first to white 
Mexicans—the moneyed class of the 
population —- whose knowledge of 
their country’s uncertain political 
conditions made them prefer invest- 
ments in pulque and sugar planta- 
tions, where they could leave a ma- 
jor domo in charge while they spent 
their lives in the ease and luxury of 
Paris and Madrid. 

The United States is the sole agen- 
cy existing for the emancipation of 
the Mexican people from their iz- 
norance and chaos, even as it is now 
financially the owner of Mexico. 
Annexation, so dreaded by Mexicans 
and often mooted here, would be 
sheer madness on our part, not 
merely because of the impossibility 


millions of Indians and halfbreeds, 
but mainly because the States near- 
est our southern border—Lower Cal- 
ifornia, Sonora, Chihuahua and Coa- 
huila—are so many deserts impossi- 
ble of reclamation, an area of 233, 
000 square miles with a total popu- 
lation scant of one million. But the 
ungrateful and equally unprofitable 
labor of re-creating Mexico is un- 
escapable.

Submarine Signaling. 
Among the articles in the Smith- 
senian annual report showing the re- 


are papers on submarine signaling 
for the protection of shipping, and 
other uses of the submarine tele- 
graph oscillator. These are dis- 
cussed by Mr. R. F. Blake, electrical 
engineer. The author reports some 
interesting trials of this electrically-

round, Mr. Blake remarks that the 
oscillator represents an important 
step forward in thé science of navi- 
gation, making it possible to sur- 
round the coasts with a wall of 
sound so that no ship can get into 
dangerous waters without receiving 
a warning, and eliminating collisions 
between ships, except through negli 
gence, He asserts that indications 
point out that it will be of great 
service in locating icebergs and se- 
curing soundings from ships run-
